“Marshall, ‘Toronto. — 

“On Sunday morning, March 24, 
one of our stationary hospitals sit- 
uated near the battle area, rang up 
Boulogne, saying they were doing 
casualty clearing station work, that 
they had sixteen -hundred patients 
with only six hundred beds, and that 
they needed immediately 2,000 pairs 
pyjamas, 1000.sheets, 500 pillows,*200 
hot water bottles, 800 utility bags, 
sterilized surgical dressings, roller, 
triangular, and many-tailed bandages, 
1000 flannel nightshirts, 1000 day 
shirts, 2000 pairs socks, 1000 bed 
socks, irrigating tins,-and rubber tub- 
ing, besides miscellaneous articles, 
such as biscuits, soup, cigarettes, 
soap,’ feeding cups. ~ Inside an hour 
five lorries loaded with these supplies 
left Boulogne for the front, and every- 
thing delivered to ~hospital within 
eight hours of request for help despite 
society’s lorries were delivering sup- 
plies to every Canadian hospital in 
France. On Tuesday afternoon, 
March 26, there was not a single un- 
filed request on the society.—Hod- 
getts.”

along. the ‘line. ‘I-had: a letter the 
other day giving me a most, fearful 
scorching because of a speéch I made 
in Baltimore recently. I said that ‘we 
women had Mr. Hoover looking into 
our refrigerators examining our bread 
to see what kind we were using, and 
telling us what extravagant creatures 
we are, that we waste millions of 
money every year in waste food, and 
all that sort of thing, ard yet while-we 
are asked to have meatless days and 
wheatless days I’-had never’ seen a 
declaration of a smokeless’ day. They 
are~ asking. through the. newspapers 
that we women shall dance, play 
bridge, have charades, sing, and do 
every conceivable thing under the sun 
to buy tobacco for the men in the 
‘trenches, not only have we got to take 
care: of our’ refrigerators -and-our oat- 
meal and all the rest of it, but we have 
got to’dance for tobacco for the ‘sol- 
diers. ‘The "men who want us to do. 
that have-a cigar in their mouths 
when they ‘ask us to do it, and I said 
that “if men want the men in- the 
trenches to have tobacco let» them 
have a smokeless day and furnish it. 
Perhaps it would so disturb. their 
neryes.to-have a‘whole smokeless 
day that we could not live with them. 
If they would conserve one single 
cigar a day and send it to the men in 
the trenches they would have all they 
need. The men at home would be a 
great deal bettér off, and it would be 
possible to live with them. ‘The let- 
ter I have referred to said ‘you are at 
last unmasked, (I never knew I had 
been masked) You have stood be- 
fore the people of the world as having 
high ideals and now you aye advoca- 
ting teaching the men in the trenches 
to smoke.’ I did not propose to have 
‘the women of this country dancing in 
order to raise the money to buy to- 
bacco while the men look on. They 
can do their own dancing. If we have 
to eat cornmeal and other things to 
send wheat across the seas, they must 
stop smoking to send smoke across 
the sea, and I have not the least in- 
tention of either dancing or playing 
cards or doing anything of the -sort 
to raise tobacco money so long as a

THEIR LINES IN 
CHIEF BATTLEFRONTS 


. ATTACK BY FOE NORTH OF 
yt ALBERT FAILS. 


- London, April 22nd.—A strong local 
attack by the Germans on the north of 
Albert was repulsed after the enemy 
had captured one of the British ad- 
vanced posts. 

London, April 22nd—The British 
advanced their lines slightly last night 
in“local operations on both of the 


; Principal battle fronts, the war office 


announced. 

“We improved our positions slightly 
during the night in the Villiers-Bret- 
onneux, Albert, and Robecq sectors,” 
says. the war office statement. 

“A number of successful raids were 
carried out by us at different points 
south .and north of Lens, resulting in 
the capture of prisoners and machine 
guns. 

“There was considerable artillery 
activity on both sides of different sec- 
tors of the British front. The enemy’s 
shelling’ has. been directed chiefly 
against our positions astride the 
Somme and Ancre rivers; in the Lens 
sector, in the neighborhood of Featu- 
bert, and in the Nieppe forest. 

* BNEMY. REINFORCEMENTS 

London, April 22nd.—The lull in the 


battle is not expected to last long, de-, 


“lspite the inclemency of the weather, 
-| with wind and rain. 

~The. enemy is being enor- 
mously reinforced, but the Allies have 
also strengthened their forces, and it 
is-not:likely that the next thrust will 
be any more effective in. achieving a 
decision than that of a month ago, 
when the German people were told to 
expect a speedy triumph. 

The expectation on this side, in- 
deed, is that the battle may last well 
throught the summer. For one thing, 
it will henceforth be impossible for 
the enemy to benefit by a strategic 
surprise similar to that of March 21, 
when they attacked on a front of fifty 
miles. 

SHORT OF FOOD. 


All the enemy’s onslaughts hitherto 
have failed to attain their object ow- 
ing to the impossibility of using re- 
serves, and resulted in the bottling up 
of a million and a half of men in the 
triangle of Hazebrouk, Amiens, and 
Noyon. - These troops~’originally.“sup- 
plied with a week's rations, are prac- 
‘tically ‘starving in-a devastated area 
which is difficult to revictual as the 
round ig marshy and pitted with 
shell holes, constantly under fire. 

There {gs a great concentration of 
shell fire on-Mount Kemmel, which is 
already stripped of trees. This is 
probably the scene of their next big 
attack. 

Details of the Belgian. success of 
the 17th of April show that it was 
most brilliant and also important in 
results, for it played a part in foiling 
the attempt to cut off the expected 
British retreat from the Ypres sector. 
General Plummer congratulated the 
Belgian commander warmly, saying 
that the second British -army- was 
most grateful for the help.

‘We have one very angry farmer in 
these parts. He is at present con- 
templating a trip to Edmonton to in- 
troduce his boot maker to the tailor of 
a certain Educational Department offi- 
cial. The cause of his wrath is thus- 
wise. He farms quite a lot of land 
and also has a bunch of cattle and 
hogs to look after. He usually em- 
ploys two men during seeding as he 
is kept pretty busy doing chores. This 
year, as. most of the available men 
have gone to Southern Alberta expect- 
ing bigger wages than will obtain here 
he is unable to get any help. His 
family consists of a girl 13 and an- 
other 6 years of age. As he cannot 
do chores and put in crop, the family 
decided to do the chores and give the 
old. man the full day to work in the 
field. As the girl couldn’t do ‘her 
share.of the chores and get to school 
by nine, he wrote to the Education 
Department explaining-the situation, 
and. asking that she be excused dur- 
ing seeding on any days she might 
arrive late at school. 

We give the answer he got and his 
reply to the same: 

I think this farmer is to be excused 
for feeling that he would enjoy _kick- 
ing this official fram Edmonton to 
Calgary and back, and then some. 
Reply from Education Department: 
: . I wish to point out “that 
this department cannot well be ex- 
pected to assist parents in the breach 
of the requirements of the School At- 
tendance Act and you are, of course, 
aware that it is the duty of parents 
to see that their children are not only 
in regular attendance at school, but 
that the children are in attendance 
in accordance with the hours laid 
down in the school ordinance. j 
If the services of your child are requir- 
ed for a part of the spring work, you 
should make application to a Justice 
of the Peace, Police Magistrate, etc., 
for-a certificate of exemption as pro- 
vided in sub-section etc., etc., which 
certificate, when secured, should be 
forwarded promptly to this depart- 
ment, etc., etc. I beg to point out that 
such certificate cannot be issued for 
a longer period than six weeks in a 
term or half year. 

Reply from farmer: — am sorry 
that my bucolic attempt to place be- 
fore you the reason for my daughter's 
expected lateness at school during 
seeding timé was apparently so_in- 
volved that it failed to pierce the red 
tape with which you and your depart- 
ment seem to be incased. 

I did not ask you, your department, 
or anyone else to connive with me in 
any breach of the School Attendance 
Act, nor did I propose to make any 
breach therein. Neither did I desire 
to have the child exempted from 
school for six weeks during seeding. 

In my letter to you of the 26th 
March I tried to lay before you the 
following facts. 1. That on account 
of the scarcity of labor I was unable 
to procure the necessary help for my 
farm work. 2. That at seeding time 
it is imperative that the farmer use 
every hour of daylight he can in get- 
ting in his crop. 3. That under these 
circumstances my wife and daughter 
had decided to do the chores during 
seeding, thus enabling me to get ina 
full day’s work on the land. 4. This 
being the case it would be impossible 
for the girl to do her share of chores 
in the morning, go three miles to 
school, and be there by the required 
hour. 5. Under these circumstances 
I asked that you instruct the teacher 
of the Sun Set Hill School to excuse 
my daughter on mornings‘ when she 
might be late in reaching school dur- 
ing the period of seeding. 

I fail to see how the complying with 
this request, which was instigated by 
a desire to keep out of complications 
with the School Attendance Act, would 
have made either breaches or pants 
of the Act. To me it seems it would 
still have remained | in the whole 
cloth. 

As it seems jenpasaiite to get either 
gumption or common sense out of 
your Department I am applying to a 
J.P. for the exemption you mention. 
I shall however, continue to send the 
child to school even if she fails to 
reach school before noon. 

Hoping in time you may acquire 
enough brains to superimpose the red 
tape with which you are encased, I 
remain, etc.”

vicinity has not been heavily. engaged 
in infantry actions as has been the 
case to the north-and: south, it yet is 
entrusted with perhaps the most im- 
portant’ sector of the entire western 
battlefront. ° 

“The unbroken line from Givenchy 
to Arras,” he said, “of which Vimy is 
the dominating centre, forms the pivot 
for. the entire line from Ypres to the 
Somme. So long as that holds, there 
can be no question of the enemy 
breaking through. In their efforts to 
turn this line they are embarking on 
dangerous adventures, especially~-in 
their northern. push’ westward to the 
Avre canal. Their only justification 
for the deep salient they have here 
created. is their ability to utilizé it as 
a ‘base for rolling up our line to the 
south. Ten “German divisions. have 
been battling at this for the past 
forty-eight hours, all the way from La

BRITISH TROOPS ON ITALIAN 
FRONT IN. SUCCESSFUL RAID. 


Rome, April 13.—British troops 
operating on the Italiafi front made a 
successful raid yesterday in the Asia- 
go basin, where they inflicted heavy 
losses on the Austrians and took 22 
prisoners, says today’s war office re- 
port. The artillery fire along the 
whole front has been only desultory.

DESPERATE EFFORTS FAIL. 


With the British Army in France, 
April 17.—The desperate efforts by 
the great forces of the enemy yester- 
day afternoon and last night to exploit 
his successes about Bailleul and Wyt- 
schaete met with a costly failure. 

The battle west’of Bailleul has been 
continuous and: 
after time the enemy forces flung 
themselves against the defenders in 
intense assaults, but in each occasion 
the British troops ‘held their own and 
threw the on-rushing Germans back 
with huge losses. ’ 


GREAT ARTILLERY DUEL. 

A tremendous artillery duel is rag- 
ing along the northern front. Through- 
out the night thousands of guns of all 
calibres made :the war zone hideous 
with their mighty detonations. There 
wag no cessation of this protracted 
fencing between the heavy batteries, 
and this morning the contest was still 
raging, the vibrations shaking win- 
dows 40 and 50 miles away. 

In the extreme north numerous en- 
emy attacks during the afternoon an 
evening followed the capture by the 
Germans of Wytschaete and Span- 
broekmolen. Later in the afternoon 
the battle swung further northward 
and the Germans: attempted an ad- 
vance at 7.30 p.m. in the Zillebeke 
sector. The attempt was a complete 
failure and great numbers of the at- 
tacking infantry were shot down at 
short range by machine gun and rifle 
fire.

They apparently were 
ordered to retire and then the British 
gunners got on their flank, the corres- 
pondent says, and then the slaughter 
was appalling. 


FAVORS THE BRITISH. 


_ The battle in Flanders is raging to- 
day with incredible intensity. As fan 
as the latest reports enable the cor- 
respondent to judge, the battle is go- 
ing in favor of the British. 

Notwithstanding the desperate ut- 
tacks or the Germans, they have 
gained no further ground since Tues- 
day morning, and apparently they 
have lost some.

London, April 20.—Before the pres- 
ent German offensive began, German 
officers in neutral countries were pre- 
pared to bet that the Germans would 
succeed in dividing the forces of the 
Allies within a fortnight, Lord Robert 
Cecil, minister of blockade, declared 
in a speech last night at Hutchin, he 
had been informed. 


“A month has passed and the Ger- 
mans have not’ succeeded,” Lord 
Robert continued, “but we would be 
wickedly foolish if we believed the 
battle had ended. We hav an indefi- 
nite period of terrible and strenuous 
struggles before us. We must not 
under-rate our enemy who has had the 
great advantages of fifty years of pre- 
paration for the war, favorable geo- 
graphical position and united com- 
mand. 


“But British citizens who have with- 
stood the Germans for four years on 
equal terms have proved that their 
valor is equal to German training, 
while recently our forces in France 
were placed with the French armies 
under the command of that great 
soldier, General Foch. 

Lord Robert did not think that the 
enemy's formidable advantages would 
decide the battle in his favor but the 
Allies must not come under the sway 
of a too easy optimism. 

The minister of blockade referred 
to the revelation of Prinek Lichnow- 
sky, former German ambassador to 
London, and other proofs showing 
that Germany was absolutely unchang- 
ed since she strove to lull the world 
to sleep by talk of peace, while plan- 
ning this attack. Since the battle 
has begun there has been no talk of 
peace, and nothing has been heard but

WHOLE BRITISH ARMY IS GLAD THAT THIS BOLD 


MOVE HAS BEEN TAKEN — 


MAKES SITUATION DIFFICULT FOR HUNS 


With the British Army in France, 
April 17.—Had anyone said months 
ago that there would soon be rejoic- 
ing to see the British withdraw and 
abandon the Passchendaele ridge sys- 
tem which was won with-such diffi- 
culty last summer, it would have ex- 
cited derision. But the whole British 
army is glad at this -bold, move. It 
not only lessens the danger from the 
enemy drive about Wytschaete and 
Bailleul, but it greatly shortens the 
defensive line. It seems hard in a 
way to give .up ridges over which the 
British battled forward in such spect- 
acular fashion last summer, but it is 
decidedly for the best and will help 
defeat Prussianism. : 


NO SNAPSHOT AFFAIR 


The retirement was as a respit of 
matured judgment and was no snap- 
shot affair, fer it was known to be 
pending. The new lines had been pre- 
pared and artillery had been placed 
in position before the infantry. quickly 
began to pull back under cover of 
darkness. If the Germans anticipated 
any such move they did not look for 
it at the time it happened. They be- 
gan to push cautiously forward when 
it became apparent that nothing un-. 
usual had happened. They found the 
forward positions vacant and advanc- 
ed in greater numbers. Then the 
British artillery opened up at an op- 
portune moment and deluged the 
whole territory with an inferno of fire,, 
which worked havoc among the wan- 
dering infantry. : 

UPSET CALCULATIONS. 

The Germans must now’ pull for- 
ward and once more man the difficult 
heights and they will have to drag 
their artillery up and over. bad ground 
to the positions which~it occupied be- 
fore the British offensive last summer. 
It will be an undesirable task. 

Coincidentally with their drives 
around Bailleul and to the north, the 
Germans have continued to push hard 


;|to the south of Merville in order to 


get to the line of Labassee canal. The 
enemy had expected to get through 
to Bethune and most of the waterway

calculations The Germans have only 
a few good roads in this region over 
which they can send their transports

‘OF CREAM CHEESE 


Hae some time or other during their 
career, most. dairy farmers’ have. ex- 
perlenced: difficulty in marketing their 
produce’ satisfactorily. . The trouble 
may have’ been because of a “Poor. 
demand for the product, or the “qual- 
ity may have been below standard. 

‘The dairy produce from the Exper- 
imental Farm, Agassiz, B. C., has been: 
sold in .a number of different ways, 
one of the most satisfactory of which 
‘is in the form of cream cheese. The 
cream cheese appears to be the most 
popular soft cheese. It is easily made 
on the farm and requires very Httle 
special apparatus. The labor ~ and 
cost of making and packing are small, 
so that the manufacture is well suited 
for any producer within reasonable 
distance from a market. It is.a suit- 
able and remunerative method of, mar- 
keting cream. During cool weather 
we have been able to keep this cheese 
for a week or ten days ‘without any 
appreciable deterioration in flavor, but 
as evaporation is going on continually 
the cheese unless originally made 
overweight, will, not be up to the stan- 
dard weight at the end of this time. It 
is therefore advisable to place it: on 
the market as soon as possible after 
completion. 

The market as yet is limited, but 
the demand appears to be increasing. 
We have sold during the past twelve 
months 5,420 of: these cheeses in, the 
city of Vancouver. The wholegale 
price obtained is 15c. each,’ which 
amounts to $813.00 for the product 
during* the past year. Each cheese 
weighs six ounces and approximately 
ten dozen are now being manufactured 
weekly fromr-170 pounds of twelve per 
cent cream. This brings the return 
of ninety ‘cents per pound butterfat 
for the cream, with the whey retained 


.|for feeding purposes. 


The shape of the cheese is cylindri- 
cal from one to one and a half inches 
deep and three inches in diameter. 
When moulding ‘the cheese is pressed 
into a cheesecloth cover and when 
ready for shipment is incased in a 
neat cardboard carton. It is a cheap 
cheese and a convenient size for table 
use. Picnicers have:found it is a 
suitable substitute for meat as a fil- 
ling | for sandwiches. ‘It is also found 
to be very delicious and palatable 
when served with lettuce, celery, or 
any of the various kinds of vegetable 
salads. 

The method of manufacture is con- 
cisely described in Exhibition Circu- 
lar ‘No. 23, which: may be obtained for 


the asking from any of the Bxperi- 


mental farms.

HOW FAR rs THREE DOG'S BARKS 


Doubtless measures of all . kinds 
were ‘originally: taken from the hu 
man body. An'inch is roughly the 
length of the top joint of the thumb. 
A span is a’ quarter of a pace, and ‘a 
pace is half one’s hefght.. ‘The span 


and the pace were probably the found-| 


ation of “all measurement, and — we 
still speak quite Sorhmonly of so many 
paces distant. : 

The ell is little used today as a 
measure, and mainly Burvives -in ‘the 
old saying, “Give him an - inch and 
he'll take an ell.” That is, give him 
a little liberty and there is no telling 
to what length he will go, for the 
English ell ig a yard and a quarter, 
the Scottish ell a little over a yard, 
and the Flemish ell only three-quar- 
ters of a yard. =~ 2 

The word ell means arm, and thus 
el-bow means the joint or bend of the 
arm. The ell measure - was taken 
from the arm of Henry I., and if that 
was a yard and a. quarter it: was of 
very unusual length! The capacity 
of the human body was also early put 
to the‘ use of. measurement; thus we 
have the expression““A hop, step and 
jump.” “A stone’s throw.” and the old 
saying, “Within a’ bow-shot away.” — 

In rural Germany they speak of 
places being so many hours distant 
—meaning, of course, by walking; 
and in the rural parts of Schleswig- 
Holstein they say that a place is a 
pipe or two pipes, or. three pipes off, 
according to the number of pipes one 
could enoke while walking there. 

Shorter distances are reckoned by 
barks. A village under a mile away 
would be two or three dog’s barks! 
It is as we say, pyvathla: calling dis- 
tance.” 

ANCIENT LIGHTS. 

The candle is in appearance a prim- 
itive affair, yet there is little- doubt 
that its predecessor was the lamp. 

Old Egyptian tombs, which have 
unlocked many mysteries, held' lamps, 
and through them evidences of ancl- 
ent burial customs. Lamps played 
a part in the solemn feasts of the 
Egyptians, who ‘on such occasions 
placed them before their houses, burn- 
ing them throughout the night. 

Herodotus, in one of his numerous 
references to Xerxes, refers to the 
hour of lamp lighting, and there is 
abundant evidence of the use of lamps 
among the ancient Greeks. Lamps, 
Indeed, are pictured upon some of 


their oldest vases, indicating the syn.- | - 


bolic significance which attached to 
them.

PENCILS FROM JAPAN. 


An unthought of .result of the war 
has been the creation of a lead pencil 
industry in Japan. 

In 1911 Japan imported 65,000,000 
pencils, most of: which came from 
America and Germany. But with the 
opening of the European conflict Ger- 
man sources of supply were cut off 
and native manufacturers, who had 

een producing only in comparatively 
small quantities seized their oppor- 
tunity and made'the most of it.
